to see such a Holstein show as that at Wisconsin 

State Fair, when the placings were made by Pro- 
fessor H. H. Kildee on August 27 and 28 at Milwaukee. 
With a total of 415 head of Holsteins on exhibition, excel- 
lent tops in every class, many of them really sensational, 
and with quality all the way down the line in every class, 
often extending far below the twenty moneys—this was a 
show in which not only Wisconsin but Holstein lovers 
everywhere can take great pride. 

Except for the two splendid exhibits from Illinois 
Elmwood and Silver Glen—the entire show came from Wis- 
consin. True, the invaders won all the championships and 
fifteen of the twenty-one first places—thirteen for Elm- 
wood and two for Silver Glen—yet we must take off our 
hats to Wisconsin for being able to turn out close to four 
hundred head of such high average quality. It might not be 
out of place to add, since we are talking about a Wisconsin 
show, that eleven of the fifteen first prize winners in the 
individual classes were animals bred in Wisconsin, these 
including both grand champions. 


The Elmwood show herd, however, was a revelation to 
the hundreds of Wisconsin breeders and others who 
thronged the ringside and packed the galleries during both 
days of the judging. This string, consisting quite largely 
of offspring of their two herd sires, won thirteen firsts, 
five seconds, a third and three fourths, besides taking all 
bull championships and junior champion heifer. Perhaps 
never before has a single herd made such a clean-up in so 
large a show. It is interesting to note that in every class 
in which they had an entry, Elmwood won either first or

second or both, with the single exception of the two-year- 
old bull class, in which their entry dropped to fourth place. 
Kimwood had no Produce entered, but won all the other 
groups without difficulty and won all the female classes 
except aged cow, in which they stood second, and junior 
calf in which they had no entry. 

The other Illinois exhibitor, Silver Glen Farms, St. 
Charles, brought out the grand champion cow and also took 
one blue in the bull classes. They were well up in the 
money in practically every class, taking quite a number of 
seconds and thirds in addition to the ribbons mentioned. 

Of the Wisconsin exhibitors, the second string herd of 
Wisconsin Board of Control made the best showing, two 
of their bulls winning first prizes and quite a number of 
their animals of both sexes standing well up in the money. 

The Jefferson County show herd, which is making the 
big-time circuit as usual, was also consistently in the 
money, taking first on a two-year-old bull owned by Harold 
Marsh, and second on a senior heifer calf owned by Milford 
Meadows Stock Farm, and winning second prize on the Get 
oi Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince exhibited by Jeffer- 
son County Asylum. A Jefferson County calf club boy, 
Stewart Fleming, was successful in winning first on his 
junior heifer calf. 


Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, were especially 
strong in the milking classes, placing second on their dairy 
herd and first prize produce on two milking cows. The 
only other exhibitor to win a blue was Swartz and Baird 
on their junior bull calf.

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Ohio Shows Outstanding Tops

HE Holstein show at Ohio State Fair judged on August 

I 29 by J. P. Eves of Iowa was an exhibit of something 

over two hundred head from five different states. 

The top animals in practically every class compared favor- 

ably with those at other shows we have seen thus far, but 

the quality did not run quite as far down the line as was 
the case at some of the earlier state fair shows. 

The blue ribbons were divided among seven different 
exhibitors. Wisconsin Board of Control, showing their 
first string herd here, won more firsts, more seconds, more 
thirds and, exclusive of championships, more total ribbons 
than any of the other exhibitors. Aside from having junior 
champion female, they had a total of twenty-three ribbons, 
including five firsts, nine seconds and five thirds. Robert- 
son Farm, York, Pennsylvania, crowded them closely for 
top honors, having senior and grand champion female, 
junior champion bull, and twenty-two other ribbons includ- 
ing three firsts and five seconds and three thirds. Arbu 
Farms and Kennels, Oxford, Michigan, took the only other 
championship—senior and grand champion bull—and had 
fourteen other ribbons, including three firsts, one second 
and three thirds. A. F. Randolph, Canton, IIl., had two 
firsts, three seconds and two thirds and a total of seven- 
teen ribbons. The National Orphans Home, Tiffan, Ohio, 
also had seventeen ribbons, including one first and two 
thirds, while Red Rose Farms Dairy, owned by F. B. 
Ainger, Jr., Northville, Mich., had one first and a total of 
thirteen ribbons. The only other exhibitor to win a blue 
was the Toledo Welfare Farm at White House, Ohio. Two 
Indiana exhibitors, Ray Meeker of Muncie, and L. D. Orr of 
Liberty, broke into the money a number of times. 

Senior and grand championship honors among the bulls 
went to Kishie Ormsby Mercedes Lad, senior herd sire at 
Arbu Farm and Kennel, Oxford, Mich. As recently an- 
nounced by the Arbu people, the fraudulent registration 
made for this bull by his former owners under the name 
of King Homestead Piebe Lad had been cancelled and all 
claims to his former winnings have been wiped off the 
books in view of the fact that he had previously been 
shown out of class. Now he is starting all over again 
under his correct name to build up a new reputation for 
himself and for his owners, making a good start towards 
this at Ohio when he headed the class of five aged bulls 
and went through to championship honors. He would be a 
very creditable grand champion for any show. In second 
place behind him was Guiding Star Piebe De Kol, owned 
by A. F. Randolph, Canton, Ill. Here is a bull of tremen- 
dous size and scale who shows to much better advantage 
this year than he did last when he was carrying such high 
condition. In third place was Robertson’s bull, King Piebe 
of York 37th, Reserve All-American two-year-old in 1928, 
who has developed into a bull of great scale and smooth- 
ness. We have seldom, if ever, seen a bull of his size with 
a better shoulder or greater strength and smoothness than 
this bull shows. Judge Eves criticized him for awkward- 
ness in walking, as he seems to be having a little trouble 
with his hind feet. Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad and 
King Rena of Firestone Farms took fourth and fifth places, 
and were also bulls of pleasing type, but with some lame- 
ness or stiffness which counted against them. 

The three-year-old class of seven was headed by the 
Red Rose bull, Sir Hengerveld Persistency, a successful 
winner of former years who has developed into a bull of 
great strength and scale for his age, but who would prob- 
ably show to better advantage if carrying a little less flesh. 
Like all the Red Rose show herd of this year, he is a 
product of their own breeding, being a son of Pabst Per- 
sistency. He was good enough to give the Wisconsin 
Board of Control bull, Sir Ollie Korndyke Ormsby Johanna, 
what we understand is his first defeat in the three-year-old 
class this year. Both are very good three-year-olds, but 
of quite different type. In third place was Junior Order 
Piebe Pietertje Gelsche, owned by the National Orphans 
Home at Tiffin. This bull will be remembered as winning 
first in the two-year-old class at Columbus last year. 

In the two-year-old class, Toledo Duke Pontiac, owned 
by the Toledo Welfare Farm, Whitehouse, Ohio, took first 
over Ollie Mooie Watson Beets of the Wisconsin Board of 
Control string, with Randolph’s good bull in third place. 
There were eleven very creditable bulls in this class, and

it seems that at all of the fairs this year, the two-year-olq 
bull class is unusually large and unusually strong. 

The Wisconsin senior yearling, Wisconsin Mendota 
Ringleader, won his class after a rather close battle with 
two Robertson bulls that were second and third respec. 
tively. In the junior yearling class, the Robertson entry 
again lost to Wisconsin Board of Control with Firestone’s 
new junior herd sire, Brookholm Inka 34th, in third place, 

The bull calf class was characterized by Judge Eves as 
the best class in the entire show and the nineteen young- 
sters certainly did include a lot of quality. Robertson was 
succesful in getting both first and second on King Piebe of 
York 57th and Homestead Pontiac Beets Sir Piebe, song 
respectively of King Piebe of York and Sir Homestead 
Pontiac Beets 7th. The former went through to junior 
championship after a stirring battle with the two Wiscon- 
sin yearlings. Wisconsin took third in this strong class 
over the Arbu bull, a son of their great show cow, Jewel 
Lilith Pontiac Pride, who will be mentioned a little later. 


The Female Classes 

The aged cow class brought out only eleven head, but 
among them were three of the greatest cows I have seen 
this year—certainly, the best I have seen in a single ring. 
The three were all in radically different stages of lacta- 
tion and although each of the three had just enough minor 
faults to keep her from perfection, any one of the three 
would have been a very acceptable grand champion for 
any show in the country. The Robertson entry, Huntsdale 
Quality Sunbeam, had been fresh about a month and appar- 
ently milking heavily. Johanna Pietertje Artis Creamelle, 
Reserve All-American both in 1928 and 1929, now owned 
by Firestone Farm, had just finished her 305-day record 
and was showing practically dry, but not yet beginning to 
make up udder. Jewel Lilith Pontiac Pride, the daughter 
of Pride of Sir Piets that won several grand champion- 
ships last year for Arbu Farm, is just ready to freshen 
again. It will be remembered that she freshened last year 
the day after the judging at Columbus when she was made 
grand champion, and her son, born at that time, was fourth 
prize bull calf at the show this year. 


These three great cows were placed in the order given, 
only after a great deal of thought on the part of the judge 
and after having the Robertson cow milked dry. The 
opinion of the ringside was divided, each of the three cows 
having many friends and boosters for top honors. Because 
of the closeness of the decision, Judge Eves called the 
crowd together after the ribbons were tied, and gave one 
of the best and most logical explanations of his placings 
that it has ever been our privilege to hear a judge give. 
The Robertson cow has as fine a shoulder as any dairy 
cow could possibly have, with a perfect blending back of 
the shoulders and good spring of fore ribs. For perfection, 
she should be a little stronger in the loin and rear flank 
and her fore udder might be a little better. The Firestone 
cow, somewhat out of condition, following her long siege 
on A. R. S. O. test, is a little too open in the shoulder and 
has a little roughness at the tailhead, but although lacking 
the flash and bloom which she showed last year in dry 
form. has perhaps more character and dairy temperament 
than either of the other two. The Arbu cow, just ready to 
freshen, showed more bloom than either of the other two 
as well as greater strength and scale, but perhaps because 
she was dry and ready to calve, showed a little thickness 
in the shoulder and not quite the fineness and quality of 
the other two cows. She has apparently the best udder of 
the three, particularly the fore udder. The decision on the 
three was very close but evidently the Arbu cow had to 
be either first or third, as she would not have looked right 
between the other two. 

Following these three in the order named, were the 
entries of Randolph, Arbu and Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol, anyone of which would have attracted attention in a 
less sensational ring. 


After this great class, the four-year-olds were quite a 
let-down, although the tops were a very creditable lot. 
The class was won by May Ormsby Segis Lunde, a grand- 
daughter of Ormsby Sensation, showing dry, owned by 
National Orphans Home, Tiffin, Ohio. In second place was

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Iowa Has Quantity and Quality

deal of the same competition, there ensued a 

rather marked similarity in the outcome of the 
great Holstein show at the Iowa State Fair last week and 
that great show at Sedalia of the week previous. Three 
of the four champions were the same and the fourth went 
to the same exhibitor as at Sedalia but on a different prize 
winner. 

The Griffith string again won both Senior and Grand 
championships on Mount Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul and 
Miss Lassie Ormsby and repeated with Mount Riga Sir 
Hazel for Junior champion male. Pevely Dairy however 
saw their junior champion at Sedalia, the All-American 
calf of last year, beaten for Junior championship among 
the females by her stablemate and sister, winner at both 
shows in the calf class. It was not in the nature of an 
upset exactly as the two are very close competitors in any 
event and whenever the senior yearling is not showing 
right up to snuff, little sister is liable to beat her out. 

The show was one of the largest ever seen at Iowa and 
quality fully up to the high standards that this great Hol- 
stein state has always maintained. The Holsteins came 
near to equalling the combined showing of four other 
dairy breeds with 294 exhibits in the open classes. If one 
adds to this over a hundred calf club entries for the breed 
the total surpasses any previous show, in numbers, and 
may safely be said also to at least equal any previous com- 
petition in point of quality. 

Chief competition from outside the state came over 
from the shows of the week previous at Sedalia and Spring- 
field. C. E. Griffith led the invaders. His great show herd 
this season, best he has ever had out, was high winner 
here as at Sedalia. With the Mount Rigans came Fredmar 
and Pevely from St. Louis, Chapman from Kansas City, 
William R. Schmidt and Sons from Minnesota, J. D. Bacon, 
Redfield, Yankton and Mission Farm from the Dakotas 

The Iowa exhibitors included Maytag and Iowana, the 
Board of Control, Hargrove and Arnold, Paul Stewart, Fred 
Pieplow, Iowalea and a number of others. 

The Griffith herd won seven blues and three champion- 
ships, the first prizes being nicely balanced with three on 
males. two on females and two in the groups. Pevely 
Dairy had four blues, two of which were on females and 
two on groups. J. D. Bacon won three blues, one each on 
males, females and groups. Iowana won a blue on females 
and one in the groups with an excellent dairy herd. Other 
blue ribbon winners included Redfield Vesper and W. H. 
Turner of Iowa who opened the show with a blue on aged 
bull. In justice to the fine showing made by Iowana Farms 
as chief support of the Iowa forces in repelling or rather 
trying to repel the invading forces it must be said that this 
herd was a strong contender in a great many classes.

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Quality among the males was confined quite largely to 
the sensational two-year-old ring, the junior yearling and 
the calves, although the tops of each class made a mighty 
fine show when they came out for championship. Judge 
Axel Hansen started on Thursday morning with seven aged 
bulls. Not much of a startling nature came out of this 
ring although the winner, Butter Boy Prince Ormsby, 
shown by W. H. Turner of Iowa was a very good top and 
remembered as a former junior champion at this fair. 
Redfield State Hospital won its one blue in the three-year- 
old class with a good son of their senior sire Sir Pietertje 
Laura Piebe. Hargrove and Arnold took a second here. 

In the two-year-old class however the quality stuck out 
so much all over the ring that at least three two-year-olds 
that got ribbons below a blue were libelled. There should 
have been three blue ribbons in this class and maybe four. 
The Griffith two-year-old, Grand Champion at Sedalia ann 
headed for a great year on any circuit he chooses to make, 
was given the call. Mount Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul had 
size, smoothness and quality sufficient to repel a desperate 
challenge by a son of Man o’ War shown by Schmidt and 
Sons which finally wound up in second pace, beating the 
All-American of last year, Pevely Inka Matador (formerly 
Carnation Inka Matador). The second prize bull is more 
rugged than either the first or second place bulls. He is a 
bit rough at the shoulder but he has that quality of dairy 
characteristic one likes to see. It might not surprise some 
of his admirers to see Man o’ War 30th beat even the 
Griffith bull if his development along lines of smoothness 
and finish continue.

HE display of Canadian Holsteins at the Canadian 

i National Exhibition, Toronto, was a_ thoroughly 

creditable one in most respects, measuring well up 

to the standard of previous years. A total of 271 head 

head were shown in the individual classes, forty-six ex- 
hibitors placing inside the money. 

With both Grand Champions, one Junior and one Re- 
serve Junior Champion and eight first prizes, M. L. Me- 
Carthy of Sussex, New Brunswick had rather the best of 
the argument, as between exhibitors. It was no walkaway, 
however, as in the 24 individual classes McCarthy topped 
only four, taking the other four firsts in the groups, with 
twelve exhibitors altogether breaking into the first prize 
column for individuals, and one additional in the groups 
William Jones & Son, Mt. Elgin, Ont., wound up with five 
firsts, three of them in the groups, including Get of Sire. 
Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Que., had the largest total 
of firsts and seconds, with three of the former and nine 
of the latter, as well as one Reserve Senior and Grand 
honor. The fine exhibit from A. H. Fair’s Hemlock Park 
Farms had the largest number of winnings, aside from 
championships, with a total of 25 ribbons. The following 
list shows the leading winners with a summary of the 
ribbons awarded:

some years, abundantly justified the honor he has Won 
Abbekerk Sylvius Lad 8d, owned by J. Stanley Watson, 
placed second to him, as he has done quite frequently 
since reaching maturity. The three-year-old class brought 
out the reserve grand champion of the show in Strathmore 
DeWinton Matchless, a C. P. R. bred bull heading the 
Raymondale string here. He well represents the low-built, 
blocky type perferred by Judge Rettie. The two-year-olds 
were a good class, headed by Kerk Rocharm, last year’s 
junior champion here and at the Royal, who has grown 
out into a very flashy two-year-old. W. J. Elgie, who came 
back to Toronto after an absence of some years, placed 
second with Soo Sir Bess Gerben. Erindale Sir Segis 
Burke, owned by R. J. Kelley & Sons, Ingersoll, Ont., ip 
fourth place would have taken a higher ranking under 
many judges. 

The senior yearlings, numbering fifteen, were a gooq 
lot, and brought out the junior champion of the show in 
Paul Francy Posch, owned by Amos Wilkinson. Mr. Rettie 
had some difficulty in getting them lined up just to suit 
him and some of the winners at earlier shows ended up 
well down in the money. The junior yearlings numbered 
only seven and were a comparatively weak class, Inka 
Wayne Abbekerk (Chas. Strongways) placing at the top. 
Although rather small for his age, his depth and thickness 
made him easily Judge Rettie’s choice over W. J. Milne’s 
Pluto Ormsby, a son of Abegweit Pluto, in second place. 

The senior bull calf class of nineteen was somewhat 
an uneven lot, J. M. Fraser going to the top and taking 
reserve junior championship with his Bearli Burke, qa 
youngster of great substance although showing lame. The 
junior class of twenty-two, on the contrary, brought out a 
splendid lot of youngsters, easily headed by Raymondale 
Direct, a very flashy son of Brookholm Inka 27th and one 
that has all the ear marks of later development in the 
right direction. Lonsdale Hartog Masterpiece and Paul 
Hartog Tensen were creditable winners of second and 
third places. 


The Female Classes 


The chief interest in the female section centered in the 
class for dry cows. It numbered twenty and was one of 
the best classes of aged cows we have ever seen, consid- 
ering the quality from one end of the line to the other. 
There was much speculation in advance as to whether 
Temple Farm Belle, M. L. McCarthy’s unbeaten champion 
of the year, would be able to place above Josephine Abbe- 
kerk Helbon, William Jones & Sons famous production 
champion and winner of the four-year-old class at the 
Royal last year. Both are magnificent cows of massive 
size in both depth and thickness, but the decision to put 
Temple Farm Belle to the top was a popular one because of 
her stronger top line, superior udder and more attractive 
head. They are a great pair of cows to head any class and

UR industry may count itself fortunate. As 
we face this present situation of over- 
production in all lines with its consequent 

inevitable effect upon dairying and in turn upon 
the activities of breed organizations we find that 
the accomplishments of the past ten years have 
given us a bulwark of financial independence 
and breed improvement that enables our organ- 
ization to withstand the temporary recession 
that is in progress.

Ten years of 
strenuous fight along these lines has been ex- 
pensive but vital to the future of the institution, 
and in the meantime we have added $100,000 to 
our net worth. 


While the making of money is not the busi- 
ness nor aim of our organization it is gratifying 
to know that The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America occupies the strongest financial po- 
sition of any breed organization in the world. 
It has net resources of nearly half a million 
dollars. 


In 1919 the Association had 14,322 members. 
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Ten years later, at the end of 1929, it had 29,293 
members and today well over the 30,000 mark. 
This increase in membership of over 104 percent 
is striking testimony to the popularity of oyr 
organization, the integrity of its purpose ang 
its usefulness to the breeders of Holsteins 
throughout America. 


Ten years ago we had not learned the rudi- 
ments of true type. Today every breeder op 
every farm demands a productive type of supe- 
rior merit.

Ten years have seen the expenditure of close 
to a million dollars in extension effort by a well 
organized, smooth working department that is 
extending the knowledge of the true merits of 
the Holstein cow and adding value thereby to 
every animal owned by our breeders. That these 
large sums of money have been intelligently 
spent is evidenced by the greatly increased scope 
and influence of the breed which has become the 
most numerous, by all odds, of the dairy breeds 
both with respect to registered pure breds and 
grade animals. The Holstein has become the 
backbone of the dairy industry. Our Association 
has now registered over two million animals 
and over 56 percent of that number in the last 
ten years.

National Dairy ImprovementProgram 


NATIONAL dairy improvement program, whose an- 
A nounced purpose is “to encourage the development 

of the dairy industry in its proper relationship to 
American agriculture and to recognize constructive lead- 
ership in this endeavor’, has been arranged under the 
supervision of the American Dairy Science Association, in 
cooperation with the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and 
the National Dairy Association. 

The basis of the contest will be the program developed, 
methods used and results obtained in dairy improvement 
work in a county or area served by a county agricultural 
extension agent or farm adviser. Because of the great 
diversity of soil and climate, crops and feeds available and 
markets found in different sections, the entire country is 
divided into the five following districts: Eastern, East 
Central, West Central, Western and Southern. The first 
contest is for the year ending July 31, 1931, or the period 
of service of the agent making the report. 

The dairymen of the county and the county agent or 
farm adviser will participate in the honors to be awarded 
in each district. The county winning the highest rank in 
a district will receive a certificate honoring the participat- 
ing dairy farmers. The individual county agents or farm 
advisers who win in their respective districts will receive 
trips to the National Dairy Exposition with all expenses 
paid by the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, and gold 
medals. 

The committee in charge of the contest for the Amer- 
ican Dairy Science Association is composed of Robert W. 
Balderston, National Dairy Council, Chicago, Ill., chairman,

HE King Bessie Get, shown on our front cover this 
I week, in early season form looks like one of the out- 
standing Get of Sire groups of all time—perhaps the 
greatest of its age, all four animals being under two years 
old. This Get beat last year’s All-American Get of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Sir Denver at Illinois State Fair under 
Haeger and at Wisconsin State Fair under Kildee and was 
a comparatively easy first at both these great shows. The 
big black bull farthest from the camera will be recognized 
as last year’s All-American calf, King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby. This year he was junior champion at Milwaukee 
and stood second to the junior champion at Springfield. 
Next to him stands last year’s Reserve All-American 
heifer calf, Bessie Diamond Coquette, who this year has 
been first prize senior yearling and junior champion at 
both shows mentioned above. Then comes Bessie Ormsby 
Eileen, first prize heifer calf and both Springfield and 
Milwaukee and last but not least, King Bessie Ormsby 
Piebe, who was first prize bull calf at Springfield and 
second at Milwaukee. 

All four were bred and are exhibited by Elmwood 
Farms, Deerfield, Illinois, being offspring of the Elmwood 
junior sire, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, who has himself 
been twice All-American and once Reserve. This son of 
the famous “Queen Bessie’, having proven that it is pos- 
sible for one of the highest record bulls of the breed to be 
a top show bull as well, is now proving that such a bull can 
also breed on through both sons and daughters. There is 
now left only one more thing for him to prove—that his 
daughters can produce as well as their beautiful calf and 
yearling udders would seem to indicate. None of them 
have as yet freshened, but there are a fine lot of them 
growing up at Elmwood that we believe will make some- 
thing more to talk about during the next few years. At 
present they have sixty-three cows and heifers in calf by 
him at Elmwood, and a large number more in calf by three 
of his sons. R. V. Rasmussen, owner of Elmwood, has an- 
nounced the premanent retirement from the show ring of 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, who will devote the bal- 
ance of his life to the real job of a herd sire. 

Eastern breeders will have a good opportunity to see 
the King Bessie Get in the ring this year as the Elmwood 
herd will show at Brockton, Eastern States and Worcester, 
before returning west for Waterloo and the National.

The Bulls 


Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, the Elmwood senior 
sire, was as unbeatable as ever in the class of fourteen 
aged bulls. He was not seriously pressed for top honors, 
notwithstanding the fact that each of the ten money. 
winning bulls in this class was a creditable individual. 
Hoesly Sarcastic Joe Homestead, who will be remembered 
as All-American three-year-old in 1928, shows a great deal 
of improvement over his last year’s form, and made a very 
creditable second. 

Netherland Johanna Sir Ollie 517549, the white three- 
year-old with the Wisconsin Board of Control second 
string, headed the class of ten three-year-old bulls, which 
was perhaps the one class in the entire show that did not 
measure up to quite so high a standard. 

A stiff battle was waked in the two-year-old class when 
Judge Kildee put Jeffcowis Denver Lad, owned by Harold 
F. Marsh, Jefferson, Wis., over the Wisconsin Board of 
Control bull, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 31st, last year’s 
Reserve All-American junior yearling. There were no less 
than twenty bulls exhibited in this class, which is to say 
the least unusual for the two-year-old bull class. 

When the sixteen senior yearlings came into the ring, 
Judge Kildee reversed the decision made by Haeger at 
Springfield the week before, putting King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby, the 1929 All-American bull calf owned by 
Elmwood Farms, ahead of the Silver Glen entry, Sir Billy 
Jennie De Kol. As stated in the write-up at Springfield, it 
was a Close fit between these two bulls and as the season 
goes on, unless there is some change in one or the other of 
them, either is likely to be put at the top under the vari- 
ous judges. Jefferson County had a bull in third place 
with another King Bessie bull for Elmwood in fourth. 
The winner of this class was later junior champion. 

Silver Glen scored in the junior yearling class when 
Admiral Beauty Ormsby Fobes beat out another of Elm- 
wood’s King Bessie bulls for first place. The winner 
is a maternal brother to Silver Glen’s new junior herd sire, 
Senator Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen. Pabst Farms took 
third in this class with a son of King Segis Alcartra Prilly, 
with Swartz & Baird placing fourth. 

King Bessie Ormsby Piebe, another of Elmwood’s sons 
of King Bessie and winner of the senior bull calf class at 
Springfield, was forced here to bow to Wisconsin Mendota 
Grand Pattern of the Board of Control string. Judge Kil- 
dee found the Wisconsin bull a little more open in con- 
formation than the King Bessie bull and liked him some- 
what better about the head and neck. In addition to their 
second prize in this class, Elmwood also had third on a son 
of “Sir Fobes’”. There were thirty-five bulls shown in this 
class. 

Wisconsin is one of the few shows in which they still 
have classes for junior calves, and judging from the num- 
ber shown there is a demand for this class in Wisconsin. 
Swartz & Baird won the class with a son of King Rich- 
mond Pontiac, a former Reserve All-American calf, second 
going to A. C. Oosterhuis on a son of Hoesly Sarcastic Joe 
Homestead, and third to William Merriam of Lake Geneva. 
As already stated, Elmwood won all the bull champion- 
ships, taking senior and grand on their senior sire, and 
junior on a junior yearling son of their junior sire. 
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The Females 


Judge Kildee got a real work-out in placing the forty-six 
aged cows, which, by the way, does not include four-year- 
olds at Wisconsin. When he finally had the best ones lined 
up, Milford Pontiac Ormsby, owned by Silver Glen, was 
in first place, later going through to senior and grand 
championship as at Springfield the week before. She was 
showing somewhat better than at Springfield, and although 
dry was easily the class of the entire lot. Elmwood took 
second on Segis Pontiac Nancy, a Canadian-bred cow that 
is likely to make trouble for a number of the show pros- 
pects before the end of the season. Woodward Farm Nora 
Lee, owned by Handy Brook Farm of Janesville, took third 
on a decision so close that had she shown a little more 
strength of loin she might have moved up one place. 
Swartz, Baird and Dickinson showed their Waukesha grand 
champion, Bessie Homestead Peach 2d, for fourth place. 
Fresh since April, and milking heavily—over 80 lbs. a day 
we are told—she was not in the best of condition for show 
purposes. 

As we have mentioned, Elmwood Farms won all the 
other female classes except the junior calf. Their four- 
year-old, Faith Pontiac Ormsby Hengerveld, a daughter of 
their grand champion, Sir Fobess Ormsby Hengerveld, is 
a real dairy cow and is making a wonderful four-year-old 
record. 

In the three-year-old class, Elmwood scored first and 
second, with a Jefferson County Asylum heifer in third 
place. Elmwood’s great dairy two-year-old, Dell Lyons 
Johanna Korndyke, won her class, as she did at Springfield, 
with the Board of Control heifer in second place. 


The senior yearling class of thirty-three brought out 
the junior champion of the show, Bessie Diamond Coquette, 
last year’s All-American daughter of King Bessie. Al: 
though this was one of the strong classes of the show, 
Elmwood was successful in winning first, second and 
fourth with two daughters of King Bessie and one of Sir 
Fobes, all of their own breeding. For a long time, the 
judge had these three heifers standing first, second and 
third, but a last minute switch put a heifer owned by 
Douglass and Handy Brook Farm in third place. 


The junior yearling class was won by Elmwood on 
Faith Ludwig Blanche, a daughter of their first prize four- 
year-old and hence a granddaughter of “Sir Fobes”. Wis- 
consin Board of Control had second and third in this class 
of twenty-eight, with Silver Glen taking fourth and fifth. 

The senior calf class brought out fifty-nine, including 
a large number of calf club entries, and after Judge Kildee 
had picked twenty money-winners a really high class show 
might have been staged by the remaining thirty-nine. Com- 
ment was heard around the ring that among the animals 
that went to the barn without ribbons were some that not 
many years ago would have been junior champions at 
almost any state fair. Elmwood won the class with an- 
other King Bessie daughter, but only after a stiff battle 
with a Milford Meadows entry. This decision might have 
gone either way but for the superiority of the udder of the 
King Bessie daughter. Swartz & Baird took third on a 
daughter of Bell Farm Valor, who, it is interesting to note, 
is a maternal brother to the first prize calf in this class 
Irene Fleming of Jefferson and Norman Rada of Chippewa 
Falls, both had 4-H calves among the first ten in this 
strong class. 

Another calf club boy, Stewart Fleming, of Jefferson. 
won the junior heifer calf class with a typey youngster 
in this class of twenty-nine. The Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol was second in this class. 


The Groups 


The uniformity of the Elmwood entries, which had 
aroused much comment all around the ring, was especially 
evident in the groups. Their aged herd was outstanding 
in a class of sixteen, consisting of five blue ribbon winners, 
one of them the grand champion bull and another the 
junior champion female. Silver Glen beat out Jefferson 
County Asylum for second place in this class. The Elm- 
wood young herd, with both junior champions, was equally 
outstanding, Silver Glen again taking second with Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control third. Elmwood also won the calf 
herd class with Wisconsin Board of Control beating out 
Silver Glen for second place. 

As at Springfield, the King Bessie Get won for Elm- 
wood and again last year’s All-American Get by Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince was second for Jefferson County 
Asylum. It was a case of four wonderful youngsters beat- 
ing four very good but not sensational milking females. 
Pabst Farms with a Get of King Segis Alcartra Prilly 
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fought it out for third place with the Oosterhuis Get of 
North Star Joe Homestead and Elmwood’s second entry 
by Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld placed fifth. Pabst came 
back strong to win first in produce on two milking daugh- 
ters of Lady Boerinhurst Pontiac, one sired by Creator and 
the other by King Segis Alcartra Prilly. A. C. Oosterhuis 
showed his aged bull and his full sister for second place, 
and Jefferson County Asylum placed third on the produce 
of Johanna Wayne Rue. 


Elmwood was as unbeatable as ever in the dairy herd 


class, Pabst taking second over Jefferson County Asylum, 
with Oosterhuis fourth. 

The eleven county herds exhibited at this fair bore elo- 
quent testimony to the greatness of Wisconsin as a dairy 
state. Waukesha County, with the exhibits of Pabst 
Farms, Swartz & Baird, Wisconsin Industrial School, A. C. 
Oosterhuis and others, to pick from, was successful in 
winning this important class for the first time since 1926. 
Jefferson County, which for several years has sent a 
county show herd over a major circuit, was forced this 
year to take second place. While these two groups were 
outstanding, the other nine herds deserve a great deal of 
credit for their splendid exhibits which helped to make 
this one of the great state fair shows of all time.

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IN THE ELMWOOD TEST BARN 

Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, fa- 
mous year after year ‘producer at Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill, has had 
to have one foot amputated on account 
of a severe case of foot rot, and has 
accordingly been taken off test. She 
freshened late in February, dropping 
quite a remarkable bull calf by Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, produced 
in the last three days of that month 
8.9 lbs. fat with average test of 4.8% 
produced during March 115 lbs, fat 
fat with 4.1% test; and during May 
with test of 4.8%; during April 113 lbs. 
Ibs. fat with 4.1% test; and during Ma 
111 lbs. fat with 4.0% test. In June 
she began to be troubled with foot 
rot, which cut her production down 
to 96 lbs. fat and her test down to 
3.6%. In July she was taken off test, 
when she had a total production in 
125 days of 443 lbs. fat. This was 
considerably ahead of her last year’s 
production for the corresponding 
months, when she produced 423 lbs. 
fat her first four months, so it is prob- 
able that if she had had no trouble 
this year she would have made her 
third ‘1,400-lb.” butter record and 
would have set a new high mark for 
five lactations. Even as it is, using 
this last record of only four months 
duration, she has beaten the famous 
Jersey, Vive La France, for first five 
lactations by a margin of over 320 lbs. 
fat, and is 36.6 lbs. fat ahead of the 
best five lactations of Vice La France. 
In fact the only cow of any breed that 
has exceeded Queen Bessie’s total of 
4,735 lbs. fat in any five lactations is 
the famous Canadian, Springbank 
Snow Countess. 

The cows now on test at Elmwood 
include ten that are expected to finish 
with better than 800 lbs. fat, two of 
them probably over 900 lbs. fat, while 
three two-year-olds are expected to ex- 
ceed 700 lbs. fat.

STORAGE BUTTER STOCKS DOWN 


Cold storage holdings of poultry, 
case eggs, frozen eggs, and cheese 
were above the amounts of a year ago, 
on August 1, according to the monthly 
report of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture issued August 
12. Butter stocks, on the other hand 
did not increase as much in July as a 
year ago reflecting a lower butter pro- 
duction. Stocks of butter on august 
1 were 145,297,000 pounds compared 
with 151,621,000 on August 1, 1929. 

Stocks of frozen poultry on August 
1, 1930, were 46,890,000 pounds com- 
pared with 40,896,000 a year ago. Case 
eggs were 11,202,000 cases compared 
with 8,962,000 last year, frozen eggs 
116,358,000 pounds compared with 91,- 
488,000 a year ago. 

American cheese is reported as 88,- 
664,000 pounds compared with 79,907,- 
000 pounds last year; Swiss cheese in- 
cluding block cheese 6,330,000 pounds 
compared with 5,534,000; brick and 
munster cheese 1,451,000 pounds com- 
pared with 1,205,000; limberger cheese 
1,452,000 compared with 1,172,000 
pounds. All other varieties of cheese 
10,938,000 pounds compared with 10,- 
252,000 pounds on August 1, 1929. 

Stocks of meats were 810,974,000 
compared with 934,991,000 pounds last 
year.

The Maytag cow, 
too, is showing better than ever before we _ believe. 
Schmidt had a good granddaughter of Ormsby Sensation 
showing dry in fourth place. Iowana began an assault 
upon the monoply of the invaders in the four-year-old class 
by winning first with Lady Heilo Gem, Pevely and Chap- 
man were second and third. 


Fredmar brought Netherland Belle Homestead once 
more into the limelight in the three-year-old class.

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were respectively senior and grand champion and reserye 
senior and grand champion of the female section. Me. 
Carthy’s Amy Rooker Posch, in third place, built on a 
rather smaller pattern would look good at the top in most 
any show. The same may be said for Raymondale’s Prin- 
cess Segis Bess in fourth place. The milking section of 
the aged cow class was quite a disappointment in the 
number of poor udders and it cannot be said that Judge 
Rettie made a serious effort to keep the wrong type of 
udder out of his high placings in this class. Longworth & 
Son took the top place with Pauline Belle Bonerges, a cow 
of great frame and capacity but now badly broken in the 
udder. Dinora Francy, a sister to Sally Francy, took sec. 
ond tor Raymondale, and to this observer would have made 
quite a satisfactory head for the class. 

Hemlock Park headed the milking section of the four- 
year-old class with Crestview Winnie Hartog, the dry sec- 
tion being headed by Canary Hartog Wayne, owned by 
George Hart & Son, with Mabel Calamity Veeman, a 
daughter of Count Paul Calamity Veeman, taking second 
for Chas. Cornwall. They could have been reversed with 
equal satisfaction. The milking three-year-olds were head- 
ed by Queen Ladoga owned by D. J. McKay, Hemlock 
Park leading the dry section with Abbekerk Rose 2d, a 
very excellent sister of their herd sire by Paragon Pat. 
The two-year-old milking division brought out an outstand- 
ing winner in Bruach Prodigal for J. M. Fraser. Although 
right in working condition, this heifer impresses us as one 
of the best two-year-olds we have seen in some time, with 
a marvelous udder, beautiful top line, rump, and dairy 
auality throughout. William Jones & Son headed the 
dry two-year-old class with Belle Abbekerk Mercedes, an- 
other daughter of Echo Hartog Mercedes, the Arbogast 
bull that sired the reserve grand champion female. Ray- 
mondale placed second with their good junior yearling of 
last year, Nancy Countess Keyes. Both divisions of the 
two-year-old class were very creditable. 

The senior yearling class of sixteen brought out the 
junior champion of the show in Lonsdale Netherland De 
KXol 2d, a daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes 2d from the 
McCarthy string. She had plenty of size and quality, as 
she needed to beat out Schuiling Faforit Ormsby, a daugh- 
ter of the Lonsdale bull, Faforit Ormsby Hartog, shown 
by Raymondale. The junior yearlings brought out a fine 
lot of heifers, although, in our judgment, the best of them 
did not get to the top of their class. Judge Rettie’s choice 
fell on Sadie Keyes Segis, last year’s junior calf winner 
at the Royal, owned by Hon. George S. Henry, Ontario’s 
Minister of Highways. This youngster has been badly 
over-done with resulting evil effects on the udder and a 
very patchy appearance around the tail head. There were 
a number of others near the top in this class that if their 
present udder indications are reliable, will not be seen in 
the show rings of future years. Two daughters of Abeg- 
weit Pluto would have suited us fine for the head of the 
string, Raymondale’s Netherland Queen Pluto, a flashy, 
black youngster being in ninth place, and Hemlock Park’s 
Island Barbara Pluto in sixth position. The former was 
junior champion at Ormstown and the latter junior cham- 
pion at Ottawa. 

The senior heifer calf class of thirty-four was the 
largest in the show, McCarthy taking first on Lonsdale 
Hartog Star, a daughter of Faforit Ormsby Hartog: Oscar 
Schmic: fitting well into second with May Posch Pontiac.

REGARDING A GRADE SIRE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am enclosing a clipping from Hoard’s Dairyman of 
October 10, 1929. It is the first good word I ever saw in 
Hoard’s for a grade bull. It is one instance where Reed’s 
line of thought is proven out—a high grade, homogenous 
for a high level of production being better than a pure 
bred not for a high level of production. 

The real test of a bull’s value to a herd is the type 
and production he has bred into his daughters. 

The accompanying table shows four Holstein bulls of 
the Wellsville-College Ward Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association, Utah, that have increased the production of 
their daughters over their dams. The daughters of bull 
No. 3 sustained a slight decrease in butterfat of 2%. To 
increase the production of the daughters over these dams 
would require bulls of more than average ability under 
dairy herd improvement association and average farm 
conditions.

POPULATION 122,698,190 

The population of the United States, according to an 
official announcement from the Department of Com- 
merce, based on the 1930 census reports, is 122,698,190. 
This compares with the 1920 census figures of 105,710,620, 
a gain of 16,987,570, or 16.1 per cent. in ten years. 
The figures show that every state except Montana gained 
in population during the period, the largest gains being 
recorded by California and New York, these two states 
accounting for more than a quarter of the whole increase. 

This gain in population is greater than in any previous 
decade in the history of the country. With such increases 
as this continuing it is difficult to envisage a permanent 
situation of surplus production of food products.

Glen Farms, St. Charles, Ill., and John 
R. Logan & Son, Seward, IIl., ‘provid- 
ing most of the competition, although 
there were a number of local ex- 
hibitors. Wisconsin took twelve of 
the seventeen blues and won senior 
and grand championship on their 
black three-year-old bull, Sir Ollie 
Korndyke Ormsby Johanna. Silver 
Glen Farms had the senior and grand 
champion female in Milford Pontiac 
Ormsby, the cow that later won the 
same honors at both the Illinois and 
Wisconsin ‘State Fairs and at Aurora. 
Silver Glen won the senior yearling 
bull class with Sir Billy Jennie De 
Kol but lost the junior yearling class 
to the Wisconsin son of Tritomia Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Lad. In all Silver Glen 
had four blues and Logan two, the 
two-year-old bull and three-year-old 
heifer classes. Wisconsin won the 
graded herd, young herd and calf 
herd classes but Silver Glen came 
back to take dairy herds. Both the 
get and produce classes went to Wis- 
consin. The judging was done by 
Nelson of University of Illinois. 





How Many Cows to Net $1,000? 


“Boost better breeding” is the 
slogan of anyone who _ seriously 
analyzes the April report in Dairy 
Herd Improvement work of the Michi- 
gan College of Agriculture. 

The report, based on the actual D. 
H. I. A. figures, shows that to secure 
$1,000 income above feed only 6.5 
cows were necessary in the D. H. I. 
A. herds that averaged 425.3 pounds 
fat a year while 18.8 cows that aver- 
aged 219.4 pounds fat were necessary 
in the lowest Michigan D. H., I. A. 

One man can handle 13 cows that 
average 425.3 pounds fat without diffi- 
culty which, according to the report, 
would return $2,000 a year above feed. 
Yet, it would be impossible for him to 
take care of his farm and handle 37 
cows which averaged only 219.4 
pounds fat for one year so that he 
must be satisfied with a lower total 
income above feed. 

The cost of feed for the high herds 
was $98.23 with returns above feed 
of $152.00 per cow compared to a feed 
cost of $53.07 for the lower herds and 
return above feed of $53.07 a cow. 

Good pure bred Holstein sires 
should raise the productive ability of 
the herd to some 350 pounds of fat 
and proven animals or those of tested 
breeding can raise it to above 400 
pounds fat as has been demonstrated 
repeatedly in D. H. I. A. work.

Another 1000-Lb. Fat Cow 


Carnation Walker Inka 921816, ac- 
cording to announcement just re- 
ceived from Supt, Norton of the Ad- 
vanced’ Registry Department, is 
credited for her year’s work with 
30,443.6 lbs. milk containing 1,002.8 
lbs. fat or 1,253.5 lbs. butter, showing 
an average test of 3.4% for the year, 
this at the age of 5 years, 4 months, 
38 days. Her sire is Segis Walker 
Matador 166136 and her dam is Inka 
Princess Johanna Mutual 401743. She 
was bred and is now owned by Carna- 
tion Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash, Her 
seven-day record made at the begin- 
ning of this test was 661.4 lbs. milk 
containing 22.0 lbs. fat. In addition to 
this seven-day strictly official period 
she had twelve other test periods, of 
which one was a check test conducted 
by the Superintendent of Official Test- 
ing for Oregon. She is the 151st Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow to produce over 
1,000 lbs, fat in a year in the Ad- 
vanced Registry of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. 

She is known at Carnation as “the 
three-legged cow”, on account of an 
injury which she received in some 
unknown manner when about six 
months along on test. Up to that time 
she had been running neck and neck 
with the ‘previous production of her 
famous sister, Carnation Walker 
Hazelwood, and had been expected to 
closely crowd the 1,200-lb. mark for 
fat. Then her right front leg was in- 
jured in the upper joint, causing her 
great pain. We are informed by the 
Carnation people that she shows no 
signs of recovering from this injury 
and that she is scarcely able to stand 
at the present time. The accmpany- 
ing ‘picture was taken only with the 
greatest difficulty. After her injury 
she lost a great deal of weight and re- 
quired considerable urging to get up 
and stand even long enough to eat 
and be milked. It is doubtful if any 
1,000-lb. record has ever been made 
before under such a handicap. 

A correction is also announced on 


the figures recently published for her 
sister, Carnation Walker Bessie 
878129, which are now officially given 
as 988.7 lbs. fat from 26,903.3 Ibs. 
milk at the age of 5 years, 6 months, 
26 days. Both cows finished well 
above the estimate given us by the 
Carnation people at the time we pub- 
lished the story of Segis Walker Ma- 
tador last May. 


Segis Walker Matador now has 22 
daughter reported as making records 
of more than 245 days, the grand aver- 
age for the 22 daughters being 885.3 
lbs. fat (1,106.6 lbs. butter) from 25,- 
787.6 lbs. milk. This average is not 
approached by any other sire whose 
list of daughters is of anything like 
comparable length. Three of them 
have over 1,000 lbs. fat, ten over 900 
lbs. fat and all except three of them 
over 800 lbs. fat, those three ranging 
from 620 to 758 lbs. fat. When we 
consider that all this has been done 
with one twenty-two daughters tested 
for the year, we get some idea of 
what this bull might have accom- 
plished had he had the opportunity 
that many other great sires have had. 
Several other daughters now on test 
are reported as making records right 
in the same class as those of 'their 
sisters. 


In addition to his great daughters, 
Segis Walker Matador has a son, Car- 
nation Segis Ormsby, in service at 
Carnation and proving to be ‘perhaps 
an even greater bull than his sire. 
One of his daughters was announced 
as breaking the World’s Record for 
milk as junior two-year-old and an- 
other with second calf is making one 
of the greatest milk records ever re- 
ported for any animal of any age. 
Her owners have promised to keep 
us posted as to her production, Sev- 
eral others are making or have made 
large records with first and second 
calf and we hope to have a more com- 
plete report on their work for early 
publication. 
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THE 23d EARLVILLE SALE 

The twenty-third event in the Ear}. 
ville sale series managed by A. Austin 
Backus, Mexico, N. Y., and held at 
Earlville, N. Y., on August 26, re. 
sulted in an average of $152.83 for 
seventy-six head, the sale total being 
$11,615. This sale fell somewhat 
below the high standard of ‘previous 
events at Earlville due to a number 
of factors, among which Mr. Backus 
mentions, the money shortage at this 
time, several of the cows consigned 
not being in proper sale condition andg 
conflicts with the county fair season 
which undoubtedly attracted prospec. 
tive buyers, although a good crowd 
was present at the sale. No females 
with records, aside from a half dozen 
with records in cow testing associa- 
tion work, were offered, those sold 
consisting of nine in milk from dams 
with records, these averaging $185 
($140 to $245), and forty-six without 
records and from untested dams 
which brought an average of $166 
($45 to $250). Ten heifers not yet 
in milk averaged $80, all except one 
from untested dams ($30 to $140), 
while eleven bulls brought from $45 
up to $300, five from dams with A. R. 
records averaging $135 ($80 to $300) 
four from dams with long-time records 
averaging $161 ($75 to $280) and two 
from untested dams averaging $70. 

Thirty-six New York buyers pur- 
chased the entire offering, with 
Arthur H. Musson of Gilbertsville 
taking the largest number, a dozen 
head for $1,955. Another good buyer 
was H. P. Kniepkamp, Ovid, N. Y., 
who selected a half dozen for $1,020, 
including the top bull .of the sale. 
Harrison J. Wilcox, Smyrna, N. Y., 
was another good ‘patron here as at 
previous sales, 


The top figure of the sale was $300 
paid for Middleton Sir Fern Ormsby 
De Kol, a year-old son of the well 
known Middleton herd sire, Stenzel 
Sir Fayne Ormsby, and out of a 21.99- 
lb. fat daughter of King Pontiac Beryl 
Korndyke. Middleton Farm, Black 
River, N. Y., consigned him and H. P. 
Kneipkamp of Ovid, was the  pur- 
chaser. His sire has developed 
into a splendid three-year-old and 
will be shown with the Middleton 
string at Syracuse. R. D. Lee, Morris- 
ville, N. Y., consigned the top female, 
a good four-year-old, who was also 
purchased by Mr. Kneipkamp for 
$250. Her baby calf went with her 
for $25. Several other good dairy 
cows sold from $200 to $250. As at 
previous Earlville sales, George W. 
Baxter, Elmira, N. Y., did the selling.

Fabius Farm Herd Improves 


The Fabius Farms herd of pure 
pred Holsteins had its beginning cn 
June 1, 1926 and since that time Mr. 
Arthur L. Jones, the owner, has put 
forth every practical effort to develop 
and improve the average production 
of the herd as well as the type of the 
individual cows, and from the follow- 
ing it appears that success has at- 
tended his efforts. The steps taken 
py Mr. Jones in securing these re- 
sults may be of interest to others. 

Fabius Farms is a member of the 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association, 
is in the Holstein Friesian Herd Im- 
provement Test and has twice had the 
herd classified under the plan of the 
Holstein Friesian Association known 
as “Inspection and Classification”. 
Very special care has been exercised 
in the selection of bulls, the first sire 
being Veeman Pontiac Lakeside Lad 
236343 and the second Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 336756, both of which 
were exceptionally well bred and have 
long lists of high producing daugh- 
ters. A young bull, King Ormsby 
Ideal 55th 613867, has just been ac- 
quired from W. D. Robens & Son, Po- 
land, N, Y., and it is believed that he 
will prove to be a worthy successor. 
His sire is by King of the Ormsbys, 
and he is exceptionally well bred 
throughout. <A full brother of this 
young bull has’ been _ purchased 
for use in the Michigan State Herds. 

By remodeling of buildings and the 
installation of modern equipment, 
such as the DeLaval Milker and 
Separator, and by the aid of elec- 
tricity, the efficiency with which this 
herd is handled has been greatly in- 
creased. Three times a day milking 
was recently inaugurated with the re- 
sult that the cows are giving more 
milk and butterfat. 

The average production per cow for 
each full year, as shown by the Dairy 


Herd Improvement Association rec- 
ord, is as follows:

The Foreign Dairy Market 


A close parallel continues to date 
between domestic and foreign butter 
market conditions. Dry, hot weather 
which has recently had a cumulative 
effect upon milk production in the 
United States has more recently been 
a factor affecting European output. 
Both domestic and foreign butter 
markets were unusually strengthened 
during July, principally as a result of 
curtailment of production. New York 
prices on 92 score butter averaged 
35.2 cents a pound during July or 2.3 
cents higher than the June average, 
while the Copenhagen official quota- 
tion, which reflects the general 
European market situation more close- 
ly than any other price, averaged the 
equivalent of 30.4 cents a pound dur- 
ing July or 2.8 cents higher than the 
June average. While prices are still 
lower than a year ago, they are not as 
much lower as they were in June. In 
June this year the Copenhagen prices 
averaged 21 percent lower than last 
June, while the July prices this year 
averaged only 14 per cent lower than 
last year; similarly this year’s June 
prices in New York averaged 24 per 
cent lower than last year, whereas the 


July prices averaged only 17 per cent 
lower. 

Interest has shifted during the past 
month from a lagging demand and 
accumulation of stocks to the possible 
continuation of widespread drought 
and the further extent to which pro- 
duction may be limited by it. All in. 
dications for the United States as a 
whole point to subnormal conditions 
of pasture and consequently of milk 
yield, and of dairy manufacture. 

Pasture conditions at this time of 
year are closely reflected in current 
production. The unfavorable condi- 
tions of pastures and the extent to 
which this condition has limited pro- 
duction since early June are indicated 
by reports to this Bureau from crop 
correspondents throughout the United 
States. 


On the basis of these estimates the 
condition of pastures as of June 1 was 
80 per cent of normal against 87 on 
June 1 a year ago and 86 as the pre- 
vious ten-year average. On July 1 re- 
spective percentages were 76, 87.5 and 
86. August 1 figures show pastures as 
being still more seriously damaged by 
the prolonged drought with an aver-

Reports from the same correspond- 
ents show daily average milk yield per 
cow for all milk cows in their herds 
to be declining steadily to date both 
seasonally and relative to correspond. 
ing dates in other years. On June 1 
the average of 18.0 pounds was slight- 
ly more than on that date in any re. 
cent year. On July 1 the average wags 
17.2 pounds as compared with 179 
pounds in 1929 and 17.5 pounds in 
both 1927 and 1928. By August 1, as 
a result of the unfavorable weather 
the yield per cow was 12.2 pounds or 
relatively still lower than the yields of 
15.5 pounds last August, 15.4 pounds 
in 1928 and 15.3 pounds in 1927. 


Creamery butter production as esti- 
mated by this bureau from monthly 
reports of typical butter-making 
plants show similar declines. As-thus 
indicated, creamery butter manufac- 
ture in comparison with correspond- 
ing months of last year was 2.04 per 
cent greater in May, shifting to 5.35 
per cent less in June with incomplete 
figures indicating an even more 
marked decrease during July, 

The record stocks of 106,700,000 
pounds of butter in the United States 
on July 1 had been reduced at least 
to normal as of August 1, with pros- 
pects that they may be further con- 
siderably reduced before foreign 
supplies could be drawn upon even 
with the very recent relative improve- 
ment in European weather conditions. 

Unless domestic supplies are even 
more seriously curtailed than now an- 
ticipated by the continued drought 
and heat, the New York-Copenhagen 
margins may be expected to continue 
narrow (particularly in relation to the 
higher tariff effective June 18) and 
importation light. The net importa- 
tion of all dairy products during the 
six months, January-June 1930, was 
equivalent to approximately 382 mil- 
lion pounds of milk as compared with 
371 million pounds during January to 
June, 1929. Had it not been for the 
increased importation of cheese the 
total net importation of dairy products 
would have been lighter during the 
first half of this year than last. The 
market for foreign cheese in the 
United States is well established and 
in addition, the trade figures for the 
first six months include some unusual- 
ly heavy importations made in antici- 
pation of the higher duty effective 
June 18. 

Important developments growing 
out of weather conditions have contri- 
buted to the recent improvement of 
the principal European markets. 
While the weather during the current 
European season has been unsettled, 
it has been sufficiently hot and dry 
during recent weeks to have a defini- 
tely strengthening influence on the 
world butter market. When condi- 
tions affecting production took an un- 
favorable turn, storage holdings, 
though heavy and still an unsettling 
factor, particularly in Great Britain, 
came to be regarded by the trade ina 
different light than earlier in the sea- 
son when prospects appeared more 
favorable for a heavy output during 
the season in northeast Europe. 
Authoritative London reports indicate

that it soon became apparent to the 
trade that the stocks in cold storage 
were not to be moved at the lower 
price levels prevailing during the 
height of the European season, but 
are now being held for the higher 
prices at which they had been placed 
into storage. Thus, in addition to 
the consumptive demand having be- 
come steadier, some speculative de- 
mand has developed as a _ further 
strengthening influence. 

Under these conditions of increas- 
ing firmness in European markets for 
dairy products, even a closely corre- 
sponding improvement in domestic 
markets has affected the import trade 
of the United States but slightly. The 
principal influence during June was 
still the expected increase in the im- 
port duties on all dairy products 
under the new tariff law.—U. S. Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, 





INTERESTING INDIANA HISTORY 

Mr. O. A. Stubbs of Lewisville, 
Indiana, who has been a member of 
this Association since 1899, sends the 
following interesting facts about his 
first Holsteins: 

“If you care to look up the rec- 
ords you will see that I bought 
my first cattle in December 1891, 
four females, then a male of 
Chas. Horr of Wellington, Ohio. 
The bull was a son of Commodore 
Nudine and Lady of Lyons. Two 
of the cows which I bought were 
imported and two came from 
Smith and Powell of Syracuse, N. 
Y., whose herd I visited some 
years ago while in New York 
State. I have brought many good 
bulls from that state into Indiana. 
One, a maternal brother to Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, another a son of 
Hengerveld De Kol, Judge Hen- 
gerveld De Kol, who while in my 
herd sired the only cow bred in 
Indiana that broke and held a 
yearly world’s record. She was 
Duchess Hengerveld Korndyke 
131752. Her dam was Duchess 
De Kol Korndyke 52905. In a pub- 
lic sale which I made in 1909 the 
Emblagaard Dairy of Big Bay, 
Michigan, bought Duchess De Kol 
Korndyke, who was carrying the 
calf by Judge Hengerveld De Kol 
which made the record. As a sen- 
ior 3-year-old her record is butter 
1,129.22 lbs., milk 22,897 lbs. She 
freshened again in heifer form 
and was tested again and her two 
years’ production, as given in the 
‘Black and White Record’ of Feb- 
ruary 1, 1917, was over 2,359 lbs. 
butter and 46,897 lbs. milk, which 
record gave her fourth place for 
two years’ production for any age 
or breed. 

“At this same sale the late Mr. 
Aitken of Flint, Mich., bought 
some heifers, and he afterwards 
told me that they proved to be the 
best in his herd. Mr. Harvey 
Moyer and Mr. Quentin McAdam 
attended this sale. I think it was 
one of the greatest sales ever held 
in Indiana. The Emblagaard Dairy 
bought other cows in this sale 
which were later bought by John 
Bell, Jr., and the Detroit Cream- 
ery later bought their offspring.” 
Secretary Seaverns comments as 

follows on this letter: 
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“The four foundation cows to which 
Mr, Stubbs refers were, according to 
our records: 

Amy Artis 4841, born March 26, 
1885. Imported by Smiths, Powell & 
Lamb, Syracuse, N. Y. 

Iras 9203, born April 7, 1883. Im- 
ported by Holman & Collamer, N. 
Parma, N. Y. 

Angela Artis 7023, born April 2 
1887. Bred by Smiths, Powell & 
Lamb, Syracuse, N. Y. 

Bloom Artis 24843, born April 21, 
1890. Bred by Frank C. Vaughn, 
Richmond, Ind. 

The male referred to as a son of 
Commodore Nudine 9493 and Lady of 
Lyons 2767 was Major Lyons 16304. 
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We find that Mr. Stubbs held a Com- 
bination Sale with John Shugart & 
Son at Marion, Indiana, on April 28, 
1909, and this is doubtless the sale 
which he mentions, A report of this 
sale was published in the June 1, 1909 
issue of The Holstein-Friesian Regis- 
ter.

Quaker State Breeders Buy 16 Bulls 
That good bulls are in demand by 
wide-awake Holstein breeders is 
shown by the recent importation of 16 
Holstein bulls out of dams with 800- 
pound fat (1,000-pound butter) records 
into Crawford County, Pennsylvania, 
from five different states. Five came 
from Massachusetts, five from Iowa, 
three from New Jersey, two from 
Michigan, and one from Connecticut. 
Such importation of high class bulls 


began in 1920 when the county or- 
ganized a bull association with 14 
blocks, each headed by a high class 


Holstein bull. Steady improvement in 
the quality of the herds during the 
past 10 years necessitates now that 
the best of herd sires in order to main- 
tain present standards. 
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No money is required from the 
farmer or farmers who use the bull, as 
a county sales organization provides 
the funds necessary. The farmer or 
farmers using the bull gives a note for 
three years for his share of the cogt 
of the bull used ‘plus a 7% sinking 
fund for replacing sterile or disabled 
bulls, plus 6% a year interest. At the 
end of three years, the breeder cop. 
signs one or more daughters of the 
bull to a sale to be held by the asggo. 
ciation, the proceeds of the sale to 
satisfy his note, All they bring above 
the face of the note is returned to the 
breeder. 

This plan is backed by the County 
Extension Association and the County 
Bankers Association. Breeding ac- 
tivity is gaining momentum and more 
bulls for breeding are being sought. 

Such a plan might work in one or 
more counties in your section as with 
the proper backing No Cash is re. 
quired from the farmers that would 
then be in the market for good Hol- 
stein bulls. 

First Prize Bull to Cuba 

Reports of shipments of bulls and 
heifers to other American countries 
come almost monthly to the Extension 
Office. This time a first prize bull 
from the W. T. Rawleigh Co. of Free- 
port, is reported by James B. Ball, 
Secretary, Illinois Holstein-Friesian 
Association. This bull, Rawleigh King 
Cornucopia Canary, was first prize 
vearling in the Illinois class at the 
Central States Exposition in 1929 and 
has an abundance of “37th” breeding. 
He was purchased by the United Fruit 
Company for service in Cuba. 

A. R. Testing Profitable 

According to C. 'S. Rhode of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, the average farmer 
with a herd of pure bred Holsteins 
will find Advanced Registry Testing a 
profitable project.

Cows Produce 4.7 Years in D. H. 1. A. 


Federal tabulations of more than 
10,000 yearly individual cow records 
from dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations indicate that the useful life 
of the dairy cow averages 4.7 years. 
Similar studies by the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics and by C. W. Lar- 
son of the U. S. D. A. show 4.43 and 
4.85 years respectively. This useful 
life is from first freshening to culling. 
97 Holsteins Make High Fat Records 

During the past testing year, a total 
of 97 Holsteins have made exception- 
ally high butterfat records. 

In the seven day division, 14 made 
records exceeding 28 pounds of butter- 
fat (35 pounds butter) with one mak- 
ing a record of 35.04 pounds of fat 
and winning 13th place on the all- 
time fat list. 

In the 10-month division, 24 Hol- 
steins made records exceeding 700 
pounds of butterfat and qualified their 
records with a full-time calf, The best 
record for the 10-month ‘period was 
925.7 pounds of butterfat and won 
fourth place on the national all time 
Holstein fat list. Two records ex- 
ceeded 900 pounds of fat and four 
were in the 800-pound class. 

In the yearly division, 59 Holsteins 
qualified records in excess of 900 
pounds of butterfat with a top of 
1,128.4 pounds of fat to place 16th on 
the all-time list with another record 
exceeding 1,100 pounds of butterfat 
and with a total of 19 cows topping 
1,000 pounds of butterfat of which 
three Holsteins had exceeded 1,000 
pounds of butterfat in previous rec- 
ords. 


Holsteins Lead in North Dakota 

At both state fairs at Fargo (July 
16 to 19) and Grand Forks (July 21 to 
26), Holsteins far exceeded in numbers 
any of the other breeds of dairy cattle 
and were nearly half of all dairy ani- 
mals exhibited. Calf club_ entries 
were strong and included some high 
class individuals. As reported by W. 
B. Barney of the Extension Service, 
102 head of Holsteins were shown at 
Fargo and 85 head at Grand Forks. 

37 States Place High 

That competition is keen in all of 
the dairy states and throughout most 
of the nation to increase the efficiency 
of the dairy farmer by modern weed- 
ing, feeding and breeding practices 
is indicated by the annual report of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America on those high cows of the 
nation that have just proven their 
ability to class among the best. They 
will be used to increase the efficiency 
of the breeding herds and_ should 
prove an important factor in the de- 
velopment of more economical milk 
production. All but nine states of the

Although Wisconsin is reported to 
have the largest number of dairy 
cows, she must yield first ‘place for 
the past year to New York in the num- 
ber of records reported on the list 
within the first 10 places. Michigan 
comes third, New Jersey 4th, Califor. 
nia and Delaware share 5th and 6th, 
Illinois 7th, Washington 8th, Massa- 
chusetts 9th, Ohio 10th, Minnesota anq 
South Dakota llth and 12th, Iowa 
13th, Pennsylvania 14th, and Ne. 
braska 15th. All of these states place 
from 13 to 54 times among the first 
ten in each of the fifty-six different 
classifications. 


HERD CLASSIFICATION STARTS 
IN WASHINGTON 
Classification of Holstein herds 
started officially on July 23rd in Wash- 
ington when the herds of Emil and 
Ivar Youngquist, at Bow, in Skagit 
County, were classified by Professor 
F. W. Atkeson, Inspector for the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
Immediately following the classifica- 
tion of these two herds the herd of 
Willard Cedergren, of Snohomish, 
Snohomish County, was inspected and 

classified. 

The classifiication of these three 
herds marks the inauguration of herd 
classification and inspection in the 
State of Washington. Following the 
demonstration given at the Washing- 
ton State picnic at Donnybrook Farm, 
near Bothell. it is apparent that addi- 
tional Holstein breeders will request 
this work this summer and fall. 

Professor Atkeson commented very 
favorably on the uniformity of good 
cows in the herds of these breeders, 
who were first to have there herds 
offered for classification according to 
the type of the individuals. 

Emil Youngquist, of Mt. Vernon, 
had 17 head classified, five of which 
were classed as “Very Good,” and four 
as “good plus”.

A. R. Testing Pays in Illinois 


Cooperating with the College of 
Agricuiture, the Illinois Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association expects to secure a 
big increz.se in the number of Hol- 
steins on Advanced Registry test, ac- 
cording to James B. Ball, Secretary. 
A set of recommendations for breed- 
ers has been prepared with brief but 
complete instructions for making 'pro- 
fitable long-time records under prac- 
tical farm conditions. This also in- 
cludes a discussion on feeding home 
grown feeds to cows on A. R. test. 

The state association finds that the 
entire cost of supervision of one to 
eight cows in Class B (three daily 
milkings) is $122 for the twelve 
months. Study of Illinois records also 
shows that A. R. cows averaging 
18,200 pounds of milk and 595 pounds 
fat returned a total of $428.39 at a 
feed cost of $213.26 and a_ return 
above feed of $215.73 in 12 months or 
$206.98 for the usual 14 months be- 
tween freshenings. This is with eight 
cows on test. 

With six cows on test, the average 
return above feed amounted to 
$186.56, and if one cow only were on 
test, it would amount to $80.89 above 
feed cost. 

The owner of the herd from which 
these records (12 in number and made 


all at the same time) were taken, 
states that bull calves from these 
cows sired by good record bulls 


brought double the price received for 
bull calves from other cows in the 
same herd that had no A. R. records 
although their C. T. A. records before 
some of the cows were placed on A. R. 
test are fairly comparable with those 
of the cows that now have semi-offi- 
cial records.
